It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative described the invention and discussed 
rejected claims and cited prior art. Applicant further explained how his proposed amendment "wherein a statement 
defines the cursor to be positioned on the plurality of rows" overcomes the cited prior art. In response examiner 
pointed to paragraph 0004 of reference Bonner et al, which reads on the proposed limitation. Applicant further argued 
that the paragraph 0004 teaches a traditional way of pointing a cursor to a current row and retrieving multiple rows with 
respect to the current row. Applicant further explained that the present invention is performing operations on plurality 
of rows with respect to rows that the cursor defines. Examiner thought that the applicant's description appears to 
distinguish the invention from the cited prior art, therefore advised the applicant to amend the claims accordingly. The 
applicant proposed to amend claims to include "performing operations on plurality of rows with respect to rows that the 
cursor defines" Examiner stated -that the amendment would likely raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. All in all, the interview was productive in advancing the prosecution.
